Election/Restrictions

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 18 is obvious 
in view of the patent to Kohr et al (US 6,1 10,253) which discloses a bioleaching process 
for extracting copper from chalcopyrite bearing ore wherein the culture comprises a 
mixed culture that biooxidize sulfide minerals at a temperature above 60°C the ore 
includes chalcopyrite having a particle size less than about 250 urn (cols 28 and 29 
Claims 9 and 10) which suggests the claimed process accordingly the special technical 
features linking the two groups does not provide a contribution over the prior art and no 
single inventive concept exists..
